OPEN LETTER TO MELVIN BELLI 
Dear Mr. Belli: 

Welcome to the “Let's Publicize the 
Hell's Angels Club.'' It is a fast grow- 
ing club, comprised of Walter Cronkite, 
the **Run For Your Life’” program, TRUE 
magazine, THE SATURDAY EVENING 
POST, and numerous other esteemed 
members of our mass media. The assump- 
tion of this club seems to be that the 
American people are extremely interested 


in the worst elements of their society. 
There is, of course, some validity in 
this thinking. It is the same kind of 
thinking that made CONFIDENTIAL 
magazine a profitable business, and 
keeps the tabloids in our larger cities 
in business. 

The fact that the Hell’s Angels con- 
stitute only a fraction of 1% of the motor- 
cycling public is irrelevent. An analogy 
might be made to a minister who shoots 
his wife. He would be front page news, 
while the tents of thousands of God- 
fearing ministers are never mentioned 
in the press. 

It is true that I was invited to attend 
your show when you interviewed Bob 
Grant on the Hell’s Angels, but the way 
the show was handled was completely 
without direction as far as I saw it. I cut 
afine Sunday afternoon ride short so that 
I could appear, thinking that...I would 
have a chance to represent the other 
side of the coin to your audience. I... 
was told to join a large group of people 
and applaud when you rode in in your 
“Hell’s Angels’ garb. I was under the 
impression that I would be invited to 
participate in some form of panel dis- 
cussion. As the show progressed, and 
Mr. Grant defended the Angels, I began 
to realize that this was not going to take 
place and that if I wanted to speak for 
the motorcycling public, I'd better hurry 
up and do it. About that time it was an- 
nounced that this was the end of this 
segment of your show, and there would 
be a brief intermission. 

I introduced myself to members of 
your staff and asked why I hadn’t been 
given an opportunity to speak, and they 
said that that was what the question 
period was all about and that I should 
have spoken up at that time. It appeared 
to me that they were arbitrarily selecting 
people at random from the audience, with 
no effort at all to have any of the in- 
dustry’s spokesmen in the group speak.

THE STREET RIDERS' DILEMMA 

“What do you do when it rains?” is a 
question most of us hear when we first 
appear among non-motorcycling friends on 
our cycles. I am fairly certain the logical 
answer was first spoken the day the thing 
was invented by Gottfried Daimler: You 
leave it in the garage. 

Since the day that Daimler gave up 
making mechanical horses and started to 
make horseless carriages, it has been 
raining on motorcyclists more or less 
steadily. And it rains the heaviest on 
riders of the road. ; 

"Everybody talks about the weather, 
but nobody does anything about it’’ used 
to be a funny saying, because when Mark 
Twain uttered it, there wasn’t a darn 
thing anybody could do about the weather. 
Times, however, have changed. Not only 
can man control the weather literally now- 
adays, we can also take control of the 
"climate of opinion” that figuratively 
places a raincloud over the head of every 
two-wheeler on the road. 


Doing Something About the Weather 

Riders of the road are important to the 
motorcycle industry. They are even more 
important to society at large. Traffic con- 
gestion, air pollution and the conservation 
of our natural resources are three problem 
areas where the widespread use of motor- 
cycle transportation would be of great help. 

For twelve years now, I have found a 
motorcycle indispensable for commuting 
through traffic. I still wonder how all 
those car drivers I pass, suffocating 
stock-still in their own fumes, manage to 
stand it,day after day, morning and night. 
And then on weekends where do you find 
them? Queued up in the same long lines 
from ocean to desert, simmering in frus- 
tration and missing all the fun. This is 
living? 

I have often wondered why some enter- 
prising dealer doesn’t erect a billboard 
alongside somè particularly congested 
freeway artery near his store and point 
out to all the poor souls creeping along 
in their tin boxes that they could be at 
their destinations now, fresh and alert, if 
they rode cycles. 

Riding a motorcycle on the public road 
is a lot more hazardous these days. 
Traffic speeds are faster and congestion 
is growing steadily worse. Fortunately the 
new bikes perform and handle much better 
than the bikes of yore, so skilled riders 
survive as well as they always have. But 
traffic is taking a terrible toll of teen- 
agers and novice riders.

COOLEY'S COLUMN 


NEW ROUGH SCRAMBLES COURSE DEBUTS SUNDAY 

This coming Sunday, April 3rd, will bring back to So. California some of 
the old rough scrambles over an unimproved marked course. In Europe, such 
an event is called à Motocross, and going along with the F.I.M. rules and the 
goals of the A.C.A., our rough scrambles at Irvine Cycle Park will also be 
called a Motocross and run in a Motocross fashion. Every rider will partici- 
pate on the course in three events, and will be scored according to F.I.M. 
rules with a scoring system of first position: 8, second: 6, third: 4, fourth:3, 
fifth: 2 and sixth: 1. The best accumulated score between three events denotes 
the winner of the class. The course will call for the utmost ability of both 
rider and machine

ONCE AROUND THE RACETRACK 


Going from the starting area onto the 
decomposed granite straightaway with a 
left hand hairpin at the end, there is a 
two foot jump which will tax the talents 
at the beginning. Coming off the hairpin 
and shooting into the straightaway, there 
is a four foot jump ending in a grassy 
field with a right hand turn going be- 
tween some large oak trees and down a 
long green grassy field. This area is 
broken ground covered by grass and is 
approximately one-quarter mile in length, 
dropping off onto a very short steep hill 
with a left turn onto a sand wash. The 
sand wash is kept constantly wet by the 
spill-over from a rock quarry about four 
miles up the wash. The sand is very wet 
and very deep, and there is a possibility 
there might be some water in this area 
during the event. 

Shooting along the sand wash for about 


300 or 400 yards, the course makes a 
left hand turn coming up out of a 30 ft. 
incline. This is a natural wall and the 
other side drops off at the same rate. The 
tiders can either ride along the green 
grassy ridge or drop into a grassy valley 
where the grass is above the knees in a 
riding position. Shooting along for ap- 
proximately 100 yards, you come to a 
left hand corner which turns right and 
left in deep soft earth between some large 
trees. Breaking out of this into a short 
straightaway, you come to an approxi- 
mately six ft. wall which at high speed 
will put the rider better than 10 ft. in the 
air onto a flat sandy plain. The course 
then makes a slight left and runs parallel 
to the Santa Ana River for approximately 
one-quarter mile. 

At the end of this, there is a deep 
sandy wash and a left hand tur going 
onto an old fire road which has winding 
esses for another three or four hundred

ARTICLE |I 

Sec. 1: All General Rules of Article I, 
shall apply to this Article. 

Sec. 2: All applicable sections of Art. 
XXXII of the AMA Rules for competition 
shall be observed by any RRC club pro- 
moting a poker run. 

Sec. 3: Any rider who misses a check 
point will be disqualified from the rest of 
the events. Missing a moved check point 
that is shown on the promoting club’s map 
will not be grounds for disqualification. 
Sec. 4: Promoting club Referee will make 
a safety check of the run three hours be- 
fore the start opens and post any unsafe 
portions of the road that will be traveled. 
The Referee shall send in a report of his 
check to the RRC Referee. 

Sec. 5: REFEREE REPORT FORM (to 
be printed on a 5x7 file card.)

ARTICLE Ill PROTEST PROCEDURE 
A. PROTESTS 


Sec. 1: Any contest participant and/or 
rally entrant may protest the action or de- 








' cision of judges that violate the standing 


RRC Rules or AMA rules for the contest 
in question. 

Sec. 2: The complainant must advise the 
club and RRC Referee of the protest with- 
in 15 minutes of posting the names of the 
contest winners, receive and complete a 
protest form, and return the form to the 
RRC Referee with a fee of $10.00. Any 
trophy or award affected by the protest 
shall be stayed until adjudication. If the 
protest is denied, the fee shall be deposi- 
ted in the RRC Treasury. If the protest is 
allowed, the fee shall be returned to the 
complainant. 

Sec. 3: The Referee shall entertain ar- 
guments from both parties and shall im- 
mediately rule the protest valid or invalid. 
Sec. 4: If a protest is lodged against the 
promoting club rather tham a single con- 
test, the complainant shall submit the 
protest in writing and the fee ($10.00) to 
the RRC Referee within 5 days. The 
Referee Shall render a decision and notify 
the complainant of such decision within 
30 days. 


B. APPEALS 

Sec. 1: Appeals from the decision of the 
RRC Referee must be filed with the Chair- 
man of the Executive Board within 7 days 
after the Referee has rendered his deci- 
Sion. Each such appeal shall be forwarded 
in writing and accompanied by a fee of 
$10.00 to the Chairman of the RRC Execu- 
tive Board, who shall render a decision 
within 30 days. 

Sec. 2: All penalties imposed by the 
Referee or Chairman of thé Executive 
Board are subject to appeal to the AMA 
Competition Committee upon payment of 
$5.00. If the appeal is upheld, the $5.00 
Shall be returned to the appelant. (417) 
Sec. 3: Further appeals from a protest 
Shall be submitted to an appeal board, 


composed of the Chairman of the Competi- 
lion Committee and two members of the 
Competition Committee to be appointed 
by the President of the AMA. The decision 
of this Appeal Board shall be considered 
final and a décision rendered within a 30 
days limit. (418) 

Sec. 4: All fees or monies paid toward 
expenses shall þe returned to protesting 
and appealing parties in the event that 
their protest and appeals are sustained and 
the above fees and expenses collected 
from the 3oosing parties or party, expenses 
reimbursed and the remainder shall be 
deposited in the RRC treasury. (#19) 


C. REINSTATEMENTS 


Sec. 1: For good and sufficient reasons 
any rider under suspension, and not other- 
wise disqualified by these Rules, may be 
reinstated by a majority vote of the RRC 
Executive Board of Officers. (#20) 


D. PROCEDURE 


Sec. 1: On imposing a fine, the Referee 
Shall give the rider a receipt therefor, and 
report the same to the Chairman of the 
Executive Board, forwarding at the same 
time the full amount of the fine. On im- 
posing a fine, the Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Board shall likewise give the rider a 
receipt therefor when the said fine has 
been collected by the Chairman of the 
Executive Board. (#21) 

Sec. 2: Any rider upon whom a fine is 
imposed shall remain suspended until the 
fine is collected by the duly authorized 
representative of the Chairman of the 
Executive Board. (#22) 


E. CORRUPT PRACTICES 
Sec. 1: Giving, offering, or promising 
directly or indirectly any bribe in any form 
to any person having official duties in 
relation to motorcycle competition or ex- 
hibition, to any riders or to any person 
having charge of or access to any motor- 
cycle. (#23) 

Sec. 2: Accepting or offering to accept 
any bribe in an form by any rider, official 
in motorcycle competition or exhibition or 
by any person in charge of or having ac- 
cess to any motorcycle. (#24) 

Sec. 3: Willfully entering or causing to 
be entered in any competition a motorcycle 
known to be disqualified or ineligible for 
competition. (#25) 

Sec. 4: Being guilty of conspiring with 
any other person for the commission of 
any other corrupt or fraudulent practice in 
relation to motorcycle competition in this 
or any other country. (#26) 

Sec. 5: Being guilty of unfair practice 
or misbehavior in connection with motor- 
cycling in general whether relating to the 
competition or not. (#27) 

Sec. 6: Willful prevarication or misrepre- 
sentation of any motorcycle or contestant 
for any motorcycle competition. 


F. PENALTIES 

Sec. 1: Reprimand or suspension for cor- 
rupt practices shall be inflicted by the 
Executive Board, but for a first offense 
no suspension not otherwise provided for 
Shall be for a less period than one month, 
orfor a second offense of the same nature, 
for less than six months. (#28) There 
Shall be no appeal from the suspension or

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yards. The fire road is very thickly 
grown over along the sides, so the riders 
must go through the esses and will not 
be able to cut a straight path. At the 
end of the esses, they break into a short 
green grassy straightaway between large 
oak trees and begin to approach the start- 
finish line. In the approach to the start- 
finish, there is another three foot jump 
from a grassy field onto decomposed 
granite and a slight left hand turn tothe 
finish line. 


REAL ACTION EXPECTED 


The course is a little over a mile in 
length and we assume an expert rider 
will be able to cover the course in about 
2 min. 15 sec. This will give you some 
idea of the speed involved as well as a 
general description of the course. We 
hope this is the beginning of a comeback 
for this type of action motorcycling 
which we haven't seen in this part ofthe 
State for some time. Full leathers will 
be required and number plates — no pie 
plates will be accepted. All club licenses 
will be honored and there will be an 
entry fee of $3.00 per rider. Ambulance, 
insurance, and concessions will be avail- 
able as well as sanitary facilities. If 
children are going to be brought to this 
‘area, they should be protected from 
wandering in the wooded areas as there 
is some poison oak and ivy. Any riding 
outside the pit area will be prohibited 
because of the possibility of fire hazard. 

As in all A.C.A. events, practice ses- 
sions will be in the morning and the 
main events will get under way at 12:00. 
All entries will be closed at 10:30 a.m. 
So make sure you're early. This is for

I’m 
not going to squeal on anyone, but 
there were a couple of pretty well-known 
riders involved in swapping A.M.A. and 
riding number cards so they could get 
to ride more than once. It was kind of 
funny at the time, and neither of these 
guys finished high enough to queer up 
the points for anyone else. But, the 
fact is they were deliberately breaking 
some rules of long standing because 
they knew they were going to get away 
with it. Actually, they could have lost 
their A.M.A. cards in the deal, and 
where would that have left them come 
Ascot time? Up in the stands, that's 
where! 

The other side of the story was 
Shown a couple of weeks ago when 
the Gripsters had a run there that any 
club would be proud of for efficiency 
and organization, and nobody got away 
with nuttin'. This even included, we 
hear, the winner of the open expert 
class, and a couple of guys who must 
have thought nobody could spot a two- 
Stroke in the 21 inch class. 

So, there we are, lots of problems 
and probably no way of really solving 
them, until a lot of riders begin to give 
a hoot when someone else is doing 
more cheating than the rules allow.
